Falls Into Lake 


DALLAS,

men were dead today after the 
monoplane in which they wero 
flying low over White Rock Lake 
here plunged into the water when 
a wing tipped the surface in 
making a sharp turn. 


Those killed were Walter A. 
(Tige) Flowers, 30, owner of tho 
private plane, who was piloting 
, 
it; Jack Binion, 30, former man- 
ager of the King George Hotel, 
•a student flier; 
and 
Oscar V. 
Poynter, 40, machinist and joint 
operator of a hangar at 
Love 
Field. 


The crash occurred late yes-' 
terday in slpht of a dozen per- 
sons. The plane was reported to 
have flown low over the lake 
area for some time before the 
accident. 


It 
was barely ' skimming 
the 
water when it swung into the 
turn. Witnesses 
said It hurtled 


over on its back Into 15 feet of 
water. The nose of the ship hit 
the mud at the bottom of the 
lake, leaving a broken wing and 
the tail sticking out of the water. 
The engine fell from the ship. 


Only two bodies were found at 


first — those of Binion and Flow- 
ers. Later the body of Poynter 
was found about 50 feet from the 
lake shore and near a wing that 
had been torn off. 


Flowers had been a 
familial- 
figure at Love Field off and on 
for several years. He came here 
from Fort Stockton. Texas. 
He 


held a transport pilot's license 
and had completed more than 
1,100 hours of actual flying.

FORECASTS 


For some years the me- 


teorological s e r v i c e has 
wanted to extend ahd im- 
u-ove its weather readings 
jy adding facilities which 
would make possible daily 
observations 
of 
upper-air 


:onditions, a field intensive- 
y developed in some Euro- 
jean countries but almost 
vhplly neglected 
in 
the 


Jnited States. 


When the federal govern- 


ment 
began 
economizing 


vith the result that a num- 
ber of observation stations 
were abandoned and the 
meteorological pers o n n e 1 
was reduced by 60, the 
weather bureau seemed far- 
ther than ever from its goal. 
No doubt its plans were pig- 
eon-holed to await better 
days. 


Now it sees a chance to 


put its program into effect. 
The science advisory board, 
which the president ap- 
pointed last summer, reports 
that observations in the up- 
per air are essential to the 
air-mass analysis system and 
suggests that such observa- 
tions be made by the army 
and navy -so as to involve no 
additional burdens upon the 
government. Since planes in 
the military service are in 
the air every day of the 
year, there seems no legitirri- 
at£ reason why they should 
not perform this additional 
chore, especially in view of 
the fact that the air service 
benefits from forecasts of 
atmospheric conditions. 


Nothing should be left 


undone which will make 
weather forecasts more com 
plete and reliable. Upon 
them depend life, valuable 
property and commerce. In 
this department of govern 
mental endeavor there car 
easily be false economy.

A particularly bright spot 


n the present industrial pic- 
ure is that made by the au- 
omobile 
industry as the 


manufacturers prepare for 
lie annual auto shows. 
Continued improvement in 


his industry is predicted, 
vith consequent beneficial 
ffects throughout a wide 
ariety of other lines. Ac- 
ording to John Warner, 
'resident of the Society of 
mtomotive engineers, more 
han $1,500,000,000 will be 
pent next year by automo- 
ile manufacturers for raw 


materials, parts and labor, 
arge additional amounts 
ill go for advertising. A 
0 per cent increase in pro- 
uction for 1934 was fore- 
ast, which would mean a 
>tal output of 3,000,000 mo- 
or units. 


These figures and estim- 
tes are impressive and en- 
ouraging not alone because 
f their relation to the au- 
omobile industry but also 
ecause they give some idea 
f the extensive field out- 
de of this industry which

A trial would have 


consumed more or less time, 
and if the defendant had 
been financially able and 
had stubbornly fought con- 
viction, he would have caus- 
ed much delay. 


The case, 
nevertheless, 


stands as an 
example of 


swift justice that 'is deserv- 
ing of notice. More of this 
kind of justice would tend 
to discourage mob action as 
well as operate as a crime 
deterrent. 


Even where trials are 


forced by pleas of not guil- 
ty, often much 
could

PUN COUNTY-WIDE 
RODENT ERADICATION 


CAMPAIGN AT ONCE 


Plan* for a county-wide rodent 


eradication and control campaign 
were outlined Monday afternoon 
at a conference between L. C. 
Whitehead, state director of ro- 
dent control for the U. S. Bio- 
logical survey, city and CWA of- 
ficials, and work is expected to 
start within a few days. 


Mr. Whitehead explained that 
the campaign was being staged 
through the cooperation 
of the 


CWA, 
the United States Public 


Health 
Service, and the U. S. 


Biological survey, with appropri- 
ations made for poison and labor. 
The state director safd that 'in 
Texas those counties which had 
shown an interest in this type of 
work would be the first to bene- 
fit and announced 
that 
work 


would be or had been started in 
some 40 counties In an effort to 
stamp out as nearly as possible 
the carriers of typhus fever. 


In the cities the plan of pro- 


cedure will be to lay the com- 
munity off in sections and send 
a corps of workers into each sec- 
tion to first spread poison, red 
squill being used for this purpose, 
and then to follow up with a 
vigorous trapping campaign, gra- 
dually advancing until the entire 
area had been covered. Recom- 
mendations will be made to vari- 
ous property owners on suitable 
means of rat-proofing their pre- 
mises as the work progresses, it 
was stated. 
s 
Similar plans adapted to rural 


communities will be started in 
those 
sections, Mr. Whitehead 


pointed out. Navarro county had 
been allotted about 40 men and a 
considerable 
amount 
of poison, 


and details of the work in this 
county are new being planned. 
The property owners are being 
asked to supply the bait, while the 
CWA campaign will supply the 
poison, traps and workers. 


The work in thle section of the 
state will be under the direction 
of Joe B. Lindsey, district super- 
visor, with headquarters in Dallas, 
and S. R. Senter will be actively 
In charge of the local drive; It U 
planned now to gather the crew 
for the work, congregate them in 
Corsicana for some training and 
send them into all parts of the 
county in the work.

A recommendation on 


methods of providing . some form 
of government guarantee is now 
being prepared, but today's 
mes- 


sage did not deal with this. 
The senate and house were ac- 


quainted in the brief message with 
the president's conviction that the 
government has the moral, respon- 
albility to guarantee these Issues. 
He pointed out that the action 


recommended would put the bonds 
on a par with treasury securities. 
"It is true," he said, "that tech- 


nically, the responsibilities of the 
government wi)l be increased by 
the amount of $2,000,000,000, but 
it »eems in every way right that 
we thus 
publicly 
acknowledge 
what amounts already to a moral 
Obligation. 
* "In any event, the securities to 
be offered are backed, not only 
by the credit of the government, 
but also by physical property of 
very definite value."

Splawn, who did not testify at 


Caldwe;r» first trial, said he "had 
heard the testimony at the first 
trial and had . understood Cerf 
to say n« did not know Nash. Im- 
mediateiv after that trial Nash 
pleaded guilty to having ha*l a 
part in the kidnaping and was sen- 
tenced to seven years' imprison- 
ment.

Collins declared that in spite of the 
fact things have gone "from bad 
to worse" in the cattle Industry 
in 1933, the cattlemen have not 
indicated surrender. 
Instead, he 
said, there has been a rallying 
for the common good. 
If the stockmen are to improve 


their position, differences must be 
forgotten and a united front must 
be presented, he declared. 


A committee should be sent to 


Washington, Collins said, to stay 
on the job as long aa necessary 
with power to act for the associa- 
tion. 


Fer Capita Slump*. 


While per capital consumption of 


beef has decreased materially in 
recent years, Collins said, per capi- 
ta consumption of pork has in- 
creased. Dumping of surplus hogs 
on the market under the AAA he 
estimated has reduced per capita 
beef consumption about ten pounds. 
"Once the hog producer has ad- 
justed his production to the po- 
tential demand, and the- dairyman 
has done likewise, so that we can 
again assume a normal position In 
trade, the major portion of our 
problems will have * disappeared/' 
he Bald. 
The cattleman, he said, has not 


benefited from the new deal and 
said "that in the numerous efforts 
made to advance the price of oth- 
er commodities and to bring about 
prosperity by artificial 'means, we 
have from time to time been se- 
verely penalized." 
Government Aids Some. 
However, Collins forsaw con si d- 
erableerable aid to the industry j 
through government purchase of 
cows to feed unemployed. 
Taking up the public domain 
question he said that determina- 
tion of the present administration 
of the present administration to 
have the lands turned over to the 
department of the Interior for con- 
trol clearly indicates there is little 
prospect of this time for any oth- 
er solution of the problem. 
He made a vigorous plea for 
protection of American cattlemen 
from competition with foreign im- 
ports of meats, fats, oils, and 
hides. 
Modification of the packers* con- 
tent decree to permit packer* to 
engage in retail business was ad- 
vocated 
The regional credit corporations
